Years laſt paſt, a Malevolent Party hath made 

it their buſineſs to promote Sedition by falſe 
News, Libellous Pamphlets, and other wicked Arts ; 
whereby they endeavoured not only to render Our 
Government odious, and Our moſt Faithful Subjects 
ſuſpected to the people, but even to incite them to a 
diſlike and hatred of Our Royal Perſon : Whereupon 
:t was evident to Us, that the Heads of this Party 
could hive no other aim, but the ruine of Us and Our 
Government, 

And whilſt by Our utmoſt care, We manifeſted to 
all our Subje&ts Our Zeal for the maintenance of the 
Proteſtant Religion, and Our reſolutiogs to Govern 
according to Law ; It was a great trouble to Us to 
find, chat evil perſons by miſrepreſenting Our actions 
to the people, ſhould ſo far infinuate themſelves into 
the afteQions of the weaker ſort, as that they looked 
upon them as the only Patriots and Aſſertors of their 
Religion and Liberties, and gave themſelves up en- 
tirely to their Conduct, A 3 As

gain upon the people; fo as ty perſwade. them, to a 
total Defe&tion from the Government, 

| But it pleaſed God, by: theſe their violent ways, to 
open the eyes of Our good Subjects, who eaſily fore- 
ſaw what troubles theſe methods vould produce ; 
and thereupon with great courage,as well as duty an 
affe&tion towards Us, upon all occaſions did manife 
tlicir reſolution and readineſs in defence of Our Per- 
fon, and ſupport of Our Government, and the Reli- 


'#10n Eſtabliſhed: and did likewiſe convince the com- 
-mon-peop'e-of the villanous deſigns of their FaQtious 


Leaders, and the miferies that would befal them in 
purſuing ſuch courſes. 
By- theſe means the FaCtious Party loſt ground 


_ daily, and finding that is was impoſſible to keep up 


the ſpirits of their Followers, againſt the Religion 
Eſtabliſhed, and the Laws ; whilſt- we were ſteady in 
the-maintenance and execution of them, became de- 
ſperate, and reſolved not to truſt any longer to the 
ſlow. methods.of Sedition, but to -betake themſelves 
to Arms; not doubting but that they remained ſtil] 
ſtrong enough by Force to overturn the Government, 
which they could not undermine. 

It is hard to imagine how men of ſo many difter- 
cnt Intereſts and Opinions could joyn in any Enter- 
prize ; bur it is certain, rhey readily concurred in the 
reſolution of taking Arms to deſtroy the Govern- 
ment, even before.they had agreed whac to ſet up in 
the place of it. IO --. - Ia 
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To which purpoſe they took ſeveral ways ; For, 
whilſt ſome were contriving a general InſurreQion in 
this Kingdom, and likewiſe in Sco7/and ; others were 
conſpiring to 4ſaſſinate Our Royal Perſon, and Our 
Deareſt Brother, and to maſſacre the Magiſtrates of 
Our. City of Londoy, and Our Officers of State, that 
there might be no appearance of Government, nor 
any means for Our Subjects to unite for their Des» 
tence. | 

In caſe it had pleaſed Ged to permit theſe wicke 
deſigns to have takea Eſte, there could have been 
nothing in proſpe& but confuſion : For, inſtead of 
the Retormation they pretended, their fuccels wou!d 
have produced Diviſions and Wars among themſelves, 
until the predominant Patty could have enſlaved the 
reſt, and the who'e Kingdom. Es 

But the Divine Providence, which: hath preſerved 
Us through the whole courſe ot Our like, hath at this 
time in an extraordinary manner ſhewed it ſelt in the 
wonderful and gracious deliverance of Us and Our 
Deareſt Brother, and all Our Loyal Subjects trom this 
Horrid and Damnablc. Conſpiracy. 

As it is therefore Our Jefire that all Our Loving 
Subjects ſhould joyn with Us in giving T hanks to Al- 
mighty God for this mercy,fo We thought it necelſary 
they ſhould be now in ſome meaſure Informed of the 
Fact as it hath been Diſcovered to Us by undoubted 
proof,and the confefſion of divers of the Accomp'iccs 
in this Conſpiracy; whereof, though We have not as 
yet perfectly Traccd all the Particulars, the principal 
and main Deſigns of it neverthele's, liave appeared to 
be as followeth. 

About the beginning of Oft-ber laſt, when the 
Heads ot the Fattion ſaw the Magiſtracy cf Our City 
of London Setticd in Perſons of Loyal princ:ples, they

became- impatient, and fell immediately to Conſult 

"of Riſing in Arms; for which ſome thought their 

Party fo well prepared, that they could not fail of ats 
' taining their 'ends whenever they ſhould break out 
into open Force. 

Whereupon there was a meeting of ſome of the prin 
cipal Conſpirators, to Agree about the beſt means to 
Maſter Our Guards, and to Seize Our Perfon ; but 
upon Conſideration, they found 1t neceſfary to pre- 
- paretheir Friends in the ſeveral Counties, as alſo the 
' Diſaſfeted party in Scotland to joyn with them , 
-without which, any Attempt in'Qur faid City, or 
upon Our Guards, appeared too raſh to be underta- 
ken; ſo that they laid aſide the thoughts of a preſent 
Riſing, and diſpoſed themſelves to find, by a Correſ- 
pondence with Scotland, and with ſeveral parts of 
this Our Kingdom, how far they might be Aſſiſted 
by a General Inſurre&tion, ſo that they might not in 
Human probability fail of Succeſs. 

Whilſt this firſt Deſign was Forming, ſome Vi!- 
lains were likewiſe carrying on that Horrid and Exe» 
crable Plot of Afſaſſinating Our Royal Perſon, and 
Our Deareſt Brother, in Our coming from Newmarket, 
and Mony was depoſited for that purpoſe: But by 
the ſhortneſs of the time (We being then immedt- 
ately upon Our Return) and for want of necceſſary 
preparations, they were forced to-defer the Execu- 
tion of it till further Opportunity. 

It was then propaſed among them, Whether they 
ſhould Attemptthe ſame at Our next going to New- 
market, in March laſt 2 But ſome objeted, That Our 
Guards, which uſually remain here ſome time after 
Our Departure, would be capable'of making a great 
Oppoſition upon the arrival of the News. For which 


Reaſon, and becauſe they were not then in a Suff-

cient Readineſs ; It was Agreed to be' dane at -Our 
Return from Newmarket. | 

The place appointed was the Houſe of one Richard 
Rumbold a Malſter, called the Rye, near ZZoddeſdon in 
the County of Hertford : And it was Reſolved, That 
Farty-perſons in number, who were to be Actors in 
this Aſſaſſination, .under the Command of the faid.. 
Richard. Rumbold, ſhould: hide themſelves in or near - 
the ſaid Houſe; And when Our Coach ſhould come 
over againſt them,then Three or Four were to Shoot 
with Blunderbuſles at the Poſtilion and Horſes, and . 
if they ſhould fail killing the Horſes, ſome-were to te 
ready in the way, who in the Habit of Labourers 
ſhould turn a Cart croſs the paſſage; and fo ſtop Our }. 
Coach. Others were apointed to Shoot into the 
Coach, where Our Royal Perſon, and Our Deareſt 
Brother were to be, others to Fire upon the Guards 
that ſhould be then attending Us.-- And.it was fur- 
ther Reſolved,.that upon:the ſame Day, Many Lords 
and other perſons of. Quality, whum they ſuppoſed 
favourable to their Defign, ſhou'd þe invited to dine-- 
in Our City of-Loxdon, that they might te the more 
ready to appear among the Citizens upon. arrival ef 
the News.. The Actors 1n the faid Aſſaſſination having | 
Contrived the manner of their eſcape, by a nearer 

aſſage than the uſual Rogd, By. which. means they 
oped to get to London as ſoon as the New's could be. - 
brought thither. 

They thought.,.it would be eafie upon their per- 
petrating this Horrid Fact, to poſſeſs them ſelves of 
the Government,preſuming upon the numbLers of the. 
DiſaffeQed. 

Bur leſt the blackneſs of ſuch an Aﬀticn might de- - 
ter, any, from joyning with them,-they piepared to 
palliateit asfar-as they could, by ſome a 

| _— 
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Declaration, which was ready to be Printed and dif: 
'erſed in that Confuſion, to amuſe the people. And 
leſt Our Officers of State, and the Magiſtrates of 
Our ſaid City, with the M/7tia thereof, and other 
Our Loyal SubjeQs, ſhould be able to put ſome ſtop 
to their Carrier, they, reſolved to follow this Blow 
with a Maſſacre ; wherein they particularly deſigned 
for immediate S'aughter, Our Officers of State, the 
preſent Lord Mayor, and Sherifls,and the Magiſtracy 


of our City, and other our SubjeRts that had been moſt 


Eminent for their Loyalty. 7 
But it p!eaſed Almighty God, by His wonderful 


providence, to defeat theſe Councels by the ſudden 
Fire at Newmarket, which neceſſitated Our return 
from thence before the time We had appointed. 

Yet theſe Villains were not thereby diſcovraged 
from purſuing the ſame Bloudy Deſign, but reſolved 
to take the firſt opportunity for effeting the ſame, 
and propoſed to themſelves that it might be done 
cither in Our paſſage from Windſor to Zampton 
Court, or in Our jaurney to Wincheſter, or when We 
ſhould go by Water in Our Barge, or under Bedford 
Garden Wall, as We ſhould paſs that way, or at the 
Bull Feaſt, which was to be in Red- Liox Fields; they 
being informed that We and Our Deareſt Brother had 
intentions of coming thither. 

And that they might be the better prepared when 
there ſhou!d be occaſion, by having a certain number 
of 4rms lying, always ready for-that purpoſe ; Arms 
tor forty men were beſpoke in all haſte, (v2z.) thirty 
Carbines, with Belts and Swivels, thirty Caſes of Pi= 
ſtols, and ten Blunderbuſles, which were accordingly 


made, and paid for. 


And for the more caſie drawing their Party togez 


ther againſt the time of Execution, they contrived to 
dvide 


- 
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' divide Our Cities of Loxdon and We/tmifter, and the 
Suburbs jnto twenty parts ; from each of which they 
expeed five-hundred men to be ready at the firſt 
Onſet ; and fome Apitators were to give an account 
of the men to be furniſhed in each diviſion, and to 
give out: Orders to them, as there Hould be occaſion. 

And to the end the Forces they ſhould raife might 
be the ſogner: modelled into the form of an Army, 
there were one hundred Old Officers, who had been 
engaged in the late Rebellion, ready in Town to take 
the Command of them; Tn the purſuit of which pro» 
- je they*continued, till they knew that a diſcovery 
had been made to Us. 

During all this time, the principal Confpirators 
were managing their other deſign fir a general In- 
ſurreion in both Kingdoms. = 

_ The late-Earl of Shafesbury, who had at firſt pref 
ſed them to ſudden Rifing, which he would have 
had before the ſeventeenth of November laſt, or upon 
that day at the fartheſt, ſeat to the Confſpirators, at a 
Meeting appointed by them, to:know their reſolu- 
tion; andfiriding they would not adventure without 
farther | png conveyed himſelf fecretly into 
Holland, to avoid the danger he might be in by a 
diſcovery | 

His withdrawing himſelf from their Councels, did 
, not diſcourage them from purſuing their deſign, only 
made them more cautious; whereupon a new Coun- 
cel was appointed of fix perſons that'were to have 
the chief management of Aﬀairs, in order to a general 
InfurreRiot:, by a correſpondency with their Party 
an Sce:/and, and ſeveral Counties of this Our King- 
dom. And becauſe a correſpondency by Letters was 
thought dangerous, it was held —_— that. fome 
perſon ſhould be ſent - into Scotland, to invite the

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Heads of the difaffeted Party in that Our Kingdorn, - 


to come hither, under pretence of purchaſing i.ands 


in Carolina ; bur, in truth, to concert with them the. 


beſt means tor carrying onthe deſign joyntly in both 


Kingdoms : And a Treaty. was- thereupon had with 
Archibald Campbell \ate Earl of :4-gile, already Ate 

tainted of Treaſon, who demanded thirty thouſand 
Pounds at firſt; but alterward agreed to accept of . 


ten thouſand pounds for buying of Arms in Z/land, 
and making other - proviſions neceſſary for a Rebel- 
lion within Our Kingdom of Scotland. : 


In the ſaid Councel of Six it was debated, whether - 


the Riſing in this Kingdom ſhould be firſt in otir Ciry 
of Londen, where, by reaſon of the vaſt numbers that 
might readily unite, they thought they might eaſily 
maſter the Guards, or rather in ſome remote parts; 


whereby We ſhould be under a neceſſity of ſending = 


Our Guards to ſuppreſs them, and thereby the Riſing 


in Our faid City would become more ſecure and efs -. 


feftual : But at laſt it was reſolved, as moſt conve- 
nient, that it ſhould be in all parts at the ſame time, 


leſt Our City might be. defended by the Mizia - 


thereof, without the help of Our Guards, which We 
might ſend for the Jippreſſing any InſurreRion in 
the Countrey ; and they did. all..diſpoſe. themſelves 


accordingly, tor the compaſſing their deſign, which - 


was very near taking effect. 


But ſuch was the abundant mercy of A'mighty 
God, while they were yet meditating their execrable ..
